This stone was dug up in 1S98 be- 
neath the' roots of a tree on a farm 
near Kensington, Minn., and was 
irought to public notice by. a series 
if articles written by H. B, Hollard, 
Jphriain, Wis., also a well known 
Scandinavian scholar. _ 


"The inscription is & fraud on the 


very face of it, and the proofs of 
his. fact are most abundant," says 
Ir. Anderson.

"The opinion was written by 


Chief Justice Ryan, and probably it 
is his greatest," says Chief Justice 
J. B, Winslow in his book" on the 
story of a great court. "The case 
has passed into the books as a lead- 
ing case. It was the first case to 
mark out with precision the pre- 
viously ill-defined field of the -origi- 
nal jurisdiction 
of 
the Supreme 


Court, and it also was a pioneer 
case in vindication of the legisla- 
tive 'power of control over corpora^ 
tions." It.-has been cited with1 ap- 
pioval in fifteen states, as well as 
in the federal .courts. Had.Chief 
Justice Ryan written no other opin- 
ion than this, his high rank as a 
jurist would still have been secure." 


"All the questions raised are 


treated in a style which betrays not 
or.ly the master hand of the learned 
lawyer, but the 
lucidity and elo- 


quence ;pf tho 'great -orator. 'The 
opinion was read at length from 
the bench by the Chief Justice, a 
proceeding which was very unusual 
in the Court, and consumed nearly 
or1 quite an entire session: It left 
no substantial question undecided, 
and in-.fact terminated the entire 
litigation. The railroad companies 
recognized the futility of further 
litigation and concluded to obey the 
law while it existed; reserving to 
themselves the right, to t»ke meas- 
ures to'secure-a legislature which 
would repeal the law, in which they 
succeeded two years later. The 
times were not yet rjpp for efficient 
railway regulation; the Potter law 
was ahead of its tim,e, but it and 
the decision under it r.em,ainad as 
landmarks, by the ajd of which a 
later generation reached "effective 
results."

Was Central. Figwre 


For nearly forty years E. G. 


Ryan was a central figure in Wis- 
consin political history. He was a 
member of the fir$t constitutional 
convention. He served as attorney 
for the state-in the ousting of BaV 
st^w from the executive chair. He 
was attorney for the legislature in> 
the first and only attempt tq im- 
peach a circuit judge of this state, 
Levi Hubbell. He had one flaw 'in 
his character which embittered his 
life;—his terrible temper. 


"The chiefcst misfortuna of his 


life was his weakness in the pres- 
ence of 
hjg own 
passion,"" said 


Senator William 
P. yiUa, before 


the 
Supreme 
Court soon after 


Judge Ryan's death.

of English. No dne can read the 
opinions of ;the court -written by 
Ryan without being impressed with 
their purity of style and their schol- 
arihip. 
Speaking of this charac- 
teristic of Judge. Ryan, Chief Jus- 
tice Winslow recently declared that: 


Master of EnglMi 
"As well might one doubt the re- 


sistless power of Niagara while 
standing on,' its brink as- to doubt 
the learning and 
scholarship of 


Ryan while reading one of the mas- 
terpieces of 
his massive brain. 


Whether the subject of religious, 
philosophical or .purely legal,, the 
sweep of' his eloquence is, over- 
whelming.' His English is pure 
and.undefiled; every word expresses 
the exact shade lot meaning desired. 
Th«, sentences are short and in- 
tensely virile. He well understood 
thfc tellitig force of the short Anglo- 
Saxon word, the brief explosive 
sentence, the startling antithesis, 
the striikng epigram, and he used 
them all with marvelous effect, but 
.he aleo was master of metaphor and 
simile, of the stately period and the 
-classic- allusion, and these also he 
called -to his aid at will. They all 
flowed in a liquid and 
copious 


stream,. apparently without stint, 
and without effort, as though lan- 
guage was- ljis plaything and elo- 
quence his birthright."

. Judge Ryan was appointed to the 
Supreme bench in 1874 and died in 
1880. 
The Wisconsin Bar associa- 


tion recently ereeted a fitting monu- 
ment to his memory over his grave 
in Milwaukee.
